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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937. 

The  Caistor  Sanitary  District  consists  of  40  parishes  and  covers  an  area  of  119,992 
acres.  It  is  entirely  agricultural.  The  population  for  the  year  1937  was  12,110.  The  number 
of  inhabited  houses  was  3,594,  and  the  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers  was  3,611. 

The  Ironstone  Mine  which  has  been  opened  out  at  Nettleton  Top  by  the  Mid-Lincoln- 
shire Ironstone  Company  provides  employment  for  134  men,  it  has  materially  helped  to 
reduce  the  number  of  unemployed  in  this  area  and  has  also  attracted  labour  from  other  parts. 

The  cultivation  of  sugar  beet  has  also  provided  labour  for  the  unemployed  agricultuial 

workers. 


The  rateable  value  of  the  District  on  the  1st  April,  1937,  was  £25,977,  with  an 
estimated  produce  of  a penny  rate  of  £103.
